The photocopies of your notes clearly indicate they are 
genuine. None of them are in the scarce category, but remainders of 
full unissued sheets were usually cut up by their subsequent owners. 

New Jersey notes of the March 25, 1776 issue are fairly common in 
crisp uncirculated condition. Nevertheless, the uncut sheet is unusual 
and we would like it for our collection. We have about 25 full sheets 
of colonial American issues already. If you care to sell it we will 
pay you fclOO for it. We believe this is a very fair price. They are 
collector's Items now. 

The other notes seem to be in choice condition and we will 
await your thoughts as to what you care to do with them. As you raay 
know, all American colonial paper money became worthless at the end 
of the American Revolution. 

If you wish old English coins of equivalent value for the 
sheet or the notes, please let me have your wishes. We have duplicates 
from all periods. We do not deal in coins or paper money, but help 
others without charge, do research, writing, trading, celling or furnish 
information on numismatics. 


The Maryland $2 should have a printed back, but the backs 
Sometimes split off if the paper was defective. Sometimes they forgot 
to ink the plate so the back didn't print at all. I can't tell, but 
you can compare the thickness of the paper to the other Maryland notes. 

Someone brought your nice pieces back as souvenirs.
